Students across Canada are 
reacting strongly to financial 
cutbacks in universities. Uni- 
versity budgets and govern- 
ment financing are decreasing 
as enrollment drops and costs 
and tuition increase and stud- 
ents are taking to the streets In 
every province except Quebec. 

In Winnipeg, 350 students 
demonstrated against a 23 
percent tuition Increase. 

In Toronto, over 4000 stud- 
ents rallied before Queen's Park 
to protest slashes in govern- 
ment subsidies to colleges and 
universities. Several occupa- 
tions at Ontario institutions 
have forced administrators to 
support student discontent 
with aspects of the student aid 
program and education fund- 
ing. 

In Alberta,/ nearly 5000 stud- 
ents gathered at the legislature 
in Edmonton to protest tuition 
increases and cutbacks in 
government funding of educa- 
tion. 

Students from three Nova 
Scotia institutions' demon- 
strated in front of théir provin-

clal government buildings last 
week to protest Inadequate 
government funding. Students 
from other institutions in the 
Maritime provinces held paral- 
lel demonstrations to voice 
support of Nova Scotia stud- 
ents. 

Quebec universities are af- 
fected similarly to other Can- 
adian universities by decreas- 
ing enrollment and restrained 
government spending in educa- 
tion. 

McGiM's operating budget for 
1978-79 will decrease $3,000,- 
000 which will be reflected in 
faculty budgets and services. 

Student Services are also 
being affected by financial 
difficulties. Students will be 
charged an additional $10 next 
year ($40 in all), for services 
including Health Services, 
Counselling, Chaplaincy, Ath- 
letics, etc. Student Services 
Dean Saeed Mirza told the Daily 
that for efficiency and in an 
attempt to economize, all ser- 
vices except Athletics will be 
moving from their scattered 
locations across campus, into 
one building in the fall. Health 
Services and Athletics will 
suffer cuts this year, and the 
Student Aid Office Is slated to 
undergo reorganization involv- 
ing cutbacks next year. 

In many cases staff members 
who are retiring or leaving are 
not being replaced, and al- 
though the administration 
hopes that layoffs won't be nec- 
essary, the future appears grim. 
Enrolment decreases are ex- 
pected at a rate of at least 300 
students per annum which will 
mean even further decreases in

Layoffs trigger walkout

The dismissal of 27 teachers 
at Vanier College— part of a 
province-wide move which 
threatens the jobs of 400 
CEGEP teachers— has spurred 
that school's teachers to go on 
strike. 

The action began April 3 
following a union decision last 
week to strike. The move is not 
the first protest against such 
firings. In recent months work 
stoppages have occurred at 
CEGEPs in Joliette, St-Jérôme> 
and André Laurendeau, St. 
Laurent, St. Félecien and Vieux 
Montréal, according to the 
CEGEP teachers' union, FNEQ. 

The national teachers' union 



also plans to hold a general 
assembly of 47 teachers' 
unions to discuss the cutbacks 
affecting their jobs. 

The crisis at Vanier arose 
when 27 teachers were told 
their contracts would not be 
renewed because of an expect- 
ed decline in enrolment. John 
Phllpot, Vice-president of the 
Vanier College Teachers' As- 
sociation, said March 28 the 
province Is firing teachers who 
were hired on a part-time basis 
and are now on the verge of 



full-time teachers. 

The union argues that while 
the threatened teachers may 
have been hired on a part-time 
basis, they have worked full- 
time for two terms. Conse- 
quently, they should be given 
full-time status under the nego- 
tiated agreement and be fired 
only if they are incompetent. 

The size of the layoffs is 
"disproportionate" to the ex : 
pected decline of 200 students, 
Phllpot added.

ANEQ Secretary-general 
François Desbiens said that 
last summer, despite $17 mil- 
lion spent on job creation, 
there was a 20 per cent 
unemployment rate among the 
province's students. The gov- 
ernment will spend only $12 
million for job creation this 
summer. 

Desbiens said the reduction . 
could mean 25 to 30 per cent 
student unemployment in Que- 
bec this summer. 

Of more than 100,000 appli- 
cants last summer for jobs 
created or partially subsidized 
by the government, only 14,000 
people got jobs, Desblens said. 
He added that this was down 
from the 37,000 jobs created 
the previous year. 

Desblens said ANEQ didn't 
address the provincial govern- 
ment this year on job creation 
policies because a similar 
attempt last spring met with no 
results. 

"We consulted with them and 
stressed the contradiction be- 



tween student aid require- 
ments, which expect the stu- 
dent to earn so much money 
over the summer, and govern- 
ment inaction over jobs," he 
said. "They agreed to set up a 
committee with us, but they 
failed to follow through." 

The central council of the 
Quebec student association 
discussed job creation at a 
March 18 meeting, and will 
decide demands at a general 
conference this month. 

The central council meeting 
also dealt with "local friction" 
between student unions and 
teachers' unions which occurs 
in issues such as control of 
cafeterias, Desblens said. The 
council members also decided 
ANEQ would discuss the prob- 
lem with the province's teacher 
union centrals. 

Desblens added the council 
agreed to allow representatives 
from secondary school coun- 
cils to attend the April confer- 
ence, and will consider the high 
school students for affiliate 
membership in the organization 
at a later date.

Paper reshapes Québec

Visibly searching for a se- 
cond breath to carry them 
through the upcoming referen- 
dum campaign, the PQ Is 
molding a new legislative pack- 
age of gifts to appeal to 
Quebeckers. 

At the top of the list are two 
moves to foster support for 
Quebec's Independence. For 
the pragmatlsts, the PQ plans 
to lower taxes, hoping to 
provide much needed stimulus 
to the ailing economy. Over the 
past few years the Quebec 
economy has been maintained 
by massive government under- 
takings such as the Olympics 
and the James Bay project. 
Private enterprise has latched 
on to the spin-off benefits of 
government action created by 
the public sector spending. 

The proposed tax cuts will be 
aimed at boosting the role of 
small and medium businesses 
by Increasing their participa- 
tion In development projects 
such as the asbestos industry. 

The problem with this strat- 
egy is that it does not guaran- 
tee the participation of Quebec 
firms. The government's deci- 
sion to award General Motors a 
bus-build I ng contract over 
Bombardier, a Quebec firm, 
went against all PQ program- 
mes Implicitly stating that 
Quebec companies must be 
favoured. 

A second move by the PQ, In 
their crusade to win a "oui" 
vote In the referendum, Is the 
very controversial White Paper 
on culture. The cultural project, 
steered by Law 10Ts Godfather 
Camille Laurln, will soon be 
presented to the National As- 
sembly. Laurln has called the 
proposed legislation his last 
chance to regain popularity 
since Law 1 01 earned him titles 
such as "fascist" from the 
Anglophone media. Laurin's 
cultural policy will be his last 
chance to win the favour of 
Quebeckers. 



The cultural policy plans to 
do everything from dissuading 
Quebeckers from eating Ameri- 
can Big Mac hamburgers to 
encouraging them to read Qué- 
bécois skin magazines like 
Proscrpe instead of Pent- 
house. 

Another aim of the cultural 
programme Is to promote the 
growth of Quebec newspapers 
and the film Industry. The 
paper proposes the creation of 
a "Société de développement 
des industries culturelles", 
which will assist the creation of 
Institutions similar to the Can- 
adian Film Development Cor- 
poration and the Canadian 
Press. 

The cultural policy will touch 
on every aspect of Quebec life 
from economic matters to 
social affairs and education. 
Much like school children in 
the United States, young Qué- 
bécois will learn to identify 
with the state at an early age. 
Instead of taking pledges of 
allegiance or saying their morn- 
ing prayers as in the U.S., 
Quebec school children will 
sing traditional folk songs. 

Behind the PQ's decision to 
outline a state policy on culture 
is their decision to provide 
some form of leadership and 
guidance of the Quebec 
people, instead of the priests 
directing the destiny of Que- 
beckers, the state will take the 
role of a "tool" with which 
Quebeckers will shape their 
future. 

It Is not known yet whether 
the cultural project will get as 
much support from franco- 
phone Quebeckers as Law 101 
did when it was first sired. The 
only doubt about the policy 
appears to be the level of 
priority to be given to It. 
Premier Lévesque feels econ- 
omic matters may be too 
pressing to give the project 
precedence over economic leg- 
islation.- Laurln is apparently In 
bitter disagreement with the 



Premier over the timing of the 
Paper's release, and his fate 
will be determined by the 
cultural policy. About the Pap- 
er, Laurin has stated that 'if it 
breaks so do I'. 

The biggest challenge facing 
the PQ will be party solidarity. 
The elimination of unpopular 
elements such as Burns and 
Laurin may enable the PQ to 
remain in power without Burns, 
Laurin and a few others. 
Cabinetmemberssuchas Marc 
André Bédard and Bernard 
Landry would give the party a 
more stable Image. 
-The question remains, how- 
ever, if a change in cabinet will 
enable the PQ to maintain Its 
strong support among young 
voters. Not only did Quebec 
youth vote against the corrupt 
Bourassa régime but also a 
government which to many 
meant one that would attempt 
to mimimize corporate influ- 
ence on the political process. 

It will be largely young 
Quebeckers who will determine 
if the Quiet Revolution will lead 
to Independence.

At the last meeting of the 
Joint Management Committee 
on March 29, a motion was 
passed requiring new cultural 
clubs on campus to be regist- 
ered members of the Inter- 
national Students' Association 
(ISA) at McGill before approval. 
This would formalize existing 
verbal policy. 

"This will Improve the situ- 
ation," said Glenda Itlaba, 
President of ISA. "By passing 
this motion, Council will help

scarcer for women 



Women students have espec- 
ially poor job prospects for the 
coming summer. 

Unpublished data from Stat- 
istics Canada, released to the 
National Union of Students 
shows that women students 
must spend a longer time 
looking for work, are more 
likely to Just find part-time 
work and have a much more 
limited choice of Jobs. 

In May .1977, among unem- 
ployed students, with some 
post secondary education who 
were going back to school In 
the fall, 62 percent of the men 
and 63 percent of the women 
had been looking for work less 
than five weeks. 



One month later, 39 percent 
of the women In the same 
group had been looking from 
five to eight weeks. Less than 
27 percent of the men were in 
that situation. 

Even though these men and 
women students entered the 
labour force at the same time, 
on the same terms, discrimina- 
tion by employers and other 
sex-related factors forced a 
higher percentage of the wo- 
men to spend over a month just 
looking for work. 

July was the peak employ- 
ment month for students. Last 
year, 37 percent of the women 
had only part-time work, com- 
pared to just 20 percent of the 



men. There Is no indication that 
women wanted part-time work 
In much greater numbers than 
men. 

Among those students with 
either full or part-time work, 43 
percent of the women were 
working in the service Industry, 
22 percent of the men. Public 
administration had 15 percent 
of the women and 12 percent of 
men. A contrast is manufactur- 
ing where 20 percent of the men 
found Jobs, and only 5 percent 
of the women. 

It is a fair assumption that 
the women students are also 
paid less than men, due to the 
concentration of their summer 
jobs in services and part-time 
work. 



us to reach out to the foreign 
students who haven't an ethnic 
community to relate to In the 
Montreal area like the Italians 
or the Greeks have. Some 
students come to North Ameri- 
can universities from overseas 
and It's difficult for them to 
adapt to a different culture. The 
ISA is here to try to remedy 
that, and we hope to be better 
able to do this from now on." 

It has been a year of re- 
organizing for the ISA. Glenda 
Itlaba Is the third ISA president 
this year and will assume the 
position for the 1978-79 term as 
well. "Now that we've got a 
public relations officer, internal 
and exterior vice-presidents, a 
chairman, president, and sec- 
cretary-treasurer, things will be 
more structured," she said. 

"1978-79 will be a testing 
year for the ISA," said Itlaba. 
"Our new executive will allow 
us to finally act as a sort of 
'mini-UN' like we have hoped 
to. We are busy revising our 
constitution and hope to get a 
definite revision down by our 
next general meeting In early 
May." 

The differential fees Issue 
will affect the ISA adversely, 
members say. It threatens trie 
status of foreign students at 
McGill and across Canada. One 
member mentioned "My father 
originally came to Canada from 
Jamaica to study biochemistry 
at the University of Toronto. He 
says now that if differential 
fees had been In effect at that 



time, he woudln't have been 
able to afford to go to univer- 
sity at all. Students from the 
Third World countries will be 
restricted most of all when 
differential fees are imposed. 
American students will be less 
affected since US university 
fees are higher than Canadian 
tuitions as it is. Clubs like ISA . 
will be hurt, and students from 
overseas who may not have 
relatives in Canada will be 
given added Impediments to 
attending Canadian univer- 
sities." 

Part of ISA's plans for the 
coming year are to act as a 
cohesive body through which 
foreign students can be heard 
In Quebec. Plans include writ- 
ing other Canadian universities 
in Ontario and Alberta where 
differential fees have already 
been put into effect and 
seeking advice from corres- 
ponding International students' 
groups at these universities. 

"With the present working 
laws In Canada," said Itlaba, 
"about the only supporting jobs 
a student can get are as 
teaching assistants. These help 
out a lot, but they are almost 
never enough for a foreign 
-student to live on unless they 
have private funds available to 
them. Since this Is rarely the 
case, the differential fees issue 
Is a crucial one to us. We hope 
we can convince people that 
concessions should be made 
for certain sectors of the 
student population."

On Wednesday, April 12th, In the Union Building Ballroom a 
spokesman for the movement "Development and Peace" will 
present an hour-long film on "Last Grave in Dimbaza". This film 
which was produced In South Africa by English supporters of 
the "Defence and Aid" movement,hlghllghts South Africa and its 
political relationship with other countries In regard to large 
commercial enterprises. 

One of these enterprises in Canada is Weston, the largest 
food empire with 30% of the Ontario market. Others include 
General Foods, Canada Packers, Dominion Stores, Massey 
Ferguson. These giants establish the rules of the game in food 
sector of the economy as they employ 25% of Canadian labour. A 
relatively small group controls all major decisions in terms of 
farming equipment production as well as its sale to the 
consumer.

Isolation from 
Two Solitudes 

by An 0 e n r27°yiars as a Professor of English at McGIII. 
Hugh MacLennan. one of Canada's best-known 
novelists, is retiring from teaching. 
He leaves with many accomplishments behind him, 
. but also with a sense of anxiety about the uture 
MacLennan worries about the fate of the nation he 
deeply loves as well as the status of an upcoming 
adaptation of his classic, Two Solitudes. For 
SSnàn the two are intertwined. "I have been 
worried about mistakes in the film", he said, "with the 

"^haï^cont'iove^the film" he explained." I 
can only hope that they use sensitivity. So far i 
Soesn't look very encouraging. I was shown a script 
which bore little relation to my novel . 

Two Solitudes, written in 1944 is set in 19 4 
duSg Canada's Conscription Crisis. It traces the 
often strained relations between the nation s two 
foundlna peoples. Producer James Shavlck hired 
S o Lio P ne| P Chetwynd for the film which finished 
shooting late last fall. It stars American actor ^Stacey 
Keach and French actor, Jean-Pi.erre Aumont 
I 'The problem:' coiUinued^MacUnnan^lsJhat. in. 



the old days studios controlled films. Authors whose 
novels were made into films stood to make a lot of 
money. But today, studios no longer make films. 
What happens Is that a groL'p of people get together, 
and form a corporation. They could never raise the 
capital If the author had artistic control." 

MacLennan described the frustrations artists feel in 
dealing with businessmen. "I went to New York once 
regarding BarometerRising'.'anovelabout the Halifax 
Fire. 'I'll buy you lunch', said the film agent. 'It's a 
great book' he said, 'but the deal Is off unless we can 
change the locale to the Johnstown flood.'" 

MacLennan had similar problems with Shavlck and 
Chetwynd. Originally Shavlck suggested setting the 
film in Pensylvania and substituting the Amish sect 




for French-Canadians. Rejecting this finally, 
Shavick.who obtained film rights three years ago, 
began planning the production. 

Shavlck, an heir to the Holt Renfrew fortune, is 
described as "a personable young man" by 
MacLennan. "He did a great deal of preparation and 
the logistics of the things are very well done," 
MacLennan conceded. 

"But, all I have seen of the film is the unedited 
shooting script." 

Director Lionel Chetwynd is viewed suspiciously by 
MacLennan. He noted Mordecai Richler's appraisal 
of Chetwynd as a 'Self-aggrandizing fraud." 

Support PQ victory 

MacLennan rejects criticism that success has 
brought him a comfortable and complacent West- 
mount existence while cutting him off from the 
Quebec mainstream. 

"I'm from the Maritimes" he explained, "my second 
wife is from Westmount but we've never had money. 
There are all kinds of people in Westmount who have 
no money at all." 

As for French Canadians. "I was one of the first • 
anglophone who took the separatists seriously in 
1961, "MacLennan claimed, describing his close 
contracts with the francophone community. He was 
glad to see the PQ get In, he said, but doubts that ' 
actual separation will occur. 

He is critical of Camille Laurin's Bill 101, saying j 
it interfères' with civil rights. 
' As MacLennan reflects upon the current crisis, he 
recalled far worse crises In the past. What the future

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Sounds 
of Spring

Easter Is the Christian holi- 
day of resurrection, but earlier 
(ban that, it was 'the primitive 
lestival of spring, the resur- 
gence of life after winter. Her 
latest album Easter, Pattl Smith 
firings a renewal of energy 
which was somewhat lacking 
Tram her latest opium-tinged 
Radio Ethiopia LP. The renewal 
Is understandable. Last fall Ms. 
Smith fell from a stage and 
t/roke some bones in her neck, 
and she has only recently 
leturned to touring. 
"-The whole album is imbued 
with a sense of revival, reflect- 
ed In the lyrics and music. 

Starting with a rousing rock 
•ând roll call to arms "Till 
Victory", a guitar trio— Lenny 
Kaye on Stratocaster, Ivan Krai 
on Les Paul, Smith on Duo- 
Sonic— blasts the message, 
backed by John Paul Fetta on 
bass, Jay Dee Dougherty on 
érums, and Bruce Brody (who 
has replaced a tour-worn Rich- 
ard Sohl) on keyboards and 
synthesizers. 

., "Space Monkey", an old tune 
(circa 1974) and "Because the 
Night", a Smith / Bruce Spring- 
steen collaboration, follow, 
two raucous rockers which 
celebrate the simple joys of 
rack and roll, and love. 
'The last song on the first 
side, "Rock and Roll Nigger", 
Is an overwhelmingly powerful 
song. Recorded live, the 'num- 
ber stars with Smith reading 
poetry from her new book 
label, concluding "in heart I am 
a- mbslem. in heart I am an 
amerlcan artist and I have no 
tjullt." ...ominous rhythmic 
guitar chords add to the rapid 
dapping of the audience, and 
she starts growling out, "Baby 
Vyas a black sheep / baby was a 
wjiore / baby got bigger / an' 
she's gonna get bigger... baby, 
baby, baby is a rock and roll 
nigger." 

,As Smith explains In the liner 
noles (some of the most useful 
notes ever Included in an album 
which help make the music 
fibre accessible: "the word 
(art) must be redefined... any 
man who extends beyond the 
classic form— outside logic— 
beyond mathematics— is a nig- 
ger— one sansfear and despair." 
'Other niggers mentioned on 
the song are Jimi Hendrlx, 
Jesus Christ, and Jackson 
Pollock. 

Side two begins with "set me 
free." the title track from the 
film Privilege, "a movie that 
frjerged the rock martyr (paul 
iones) with all the sacristal 
images of the sixties." • 

Smith juxtaposes the 23rd 
psalm ("The Lord is my shep- 




hopefully resurrect Smith in the 
eyes of critics and public. 



herd") successfully with this 
song of self-pity and victim- 
ization, as a call on the powers 
that be to help the victim 
transcend his / her earthly tor- 
ment. 

Following this is "We Three", 
a blues ballad which proves, If 
not her technical expertise, Ms. 
Smith's sincerity and versatility 
of material. 

The low point of the album 
follows. "25th Floor/ High on 
Rebellion" starts out promis- 
ing, with archetypal rock power 
chords, but soon disintegrates 
Into a recitation of one of Ms. 
Smith's babel poems obscured 
by and obscuring monotonous 
music and vague lyrics. 

Fortunately the album is all 
pulled together by the abso- 
lutely striking song "Easter", in 
which Smith takes on the 
persona of her hero, the 19th 
century French poet Rimbaud. 
She describes the moment: 
"close to the church It was 
arthur (rimbaud) who broke 
formation and called to the 
other rimbaud children to come 
run with him thru the field, past 
the chapel off a bridge into the 
cold and finite waters of a river 
that led to the warm and Infinite 
blood of christ." 

The melody line recalls the 
sound of church bells pealing 
as Smith / Rimbaud calls the 
other children to abandon the 
confines of church and find the 
spirit of God within them- 
selves, saying "Saviour dwells 
Inside of me." 

Where Smith succeeds In her 
call to resurrection and rebirth, 
is in her avoidance of any 
religious convention. Another 
of the songs on the album is 
called "ghost danced adapted 
from a ritual of the Plains 
Indians In the late nineteenth 
century. Its simple lyrics, "we 
shall live again" are as valid and 
moving a statement as the 
Christian idea of resurrection 
expressed in the last song. 

Easter is definitely a resur- 
rection: relife, new belief, 
revolution through rock and 
roll; all are included in this 
lyrically and musically mag- 
nificent album, which will 




Warren Zevon- 
Excitable Boy 
(Elektra-Asylum) 
If you don't like this album, 
then you are just not an 
excitable, er, person (no sex- 
ists need apply). 

Initially I was somewhat put 
off this album by an enthusi- 
astic Rolling Stone review, 
which said that Warren Zevon 
was one of the three great 
rockers of the seventies. I 
should've been' warned though 
(punk overdose fan that I am), 
another on the list was Jackson 
Browne. 

But the more this record 
revolves around my turntable 
the less I am able to resist Its 
power. Melodies are filled with 
catches and hooks. Backed by 
extremely versatile guitarist 
Waddy Wachtel and sundry 
artists like Mick Fleetwood and 
John McVie (on "Werewolves"), 
Jackson Browne (Zevon's men- 
tor and encourager), Linda 
Ronstadt and Jennifer Warnes 
(on title cut), Zevon seems to 
encapsulate West coast rock, 
with its laid-back yet hypnotic 
rhythms and instrumental fill- 
ins which display in catches 
the excellence of the music- 
ians. 

Beneath the bright, often 
upbeat, music, lies an obses- 
sion with violence and images 
of horror. Zevon links this 
violence with American life: on 
the record sleeve a Smith & 
Wesson revolver lies on a home- 
cooked Sunday dinner." One is

XTC-Whlte Music (Virgin) 
XTC paints it black on their 
première release. The quarter 
can rightly be billed as the 
anti-establishment new wave 
origin, yet these blokes are 
anything but three-chord 
screamers. The band highlights 
the talents of Andy Partridge as 
guitarist, and as composer of 
the majority of these brash 
assaults on our easy ways. His 
successful vocal delivery 
should cause quite a few heads 
to turn. Colin Moulding helps 
out on bass, and also does 
some original compositions. 
Barry Andrews Is at the helm of 
the steam piano, an innovative 
addition to the familiar in- 
strumentation of the punks, 
while Terry Chambers delivers 
fast paced percussion. 

"This is Pop" is a duallstlc 
comment on the musical tastes 
of the present generation. 
"What do you call that noise 
that you put on?" is asked by a 
melodic pop-styled question- 
er. The decidedly vicious 
response is "This is Pop, Ya 
Ya". 



The song "I'm Bugged" has 
similar strengths to it. The 
violent interjecting of the slo- 
gan-like phrases elicits a build- 
ing pressure or energy In the 
listener. The chorus in this 
burner Is actually quite amus- 
ing: "I'm Bugged / You all look 
like insects / in your brand new 
sun specs ' I'm Bugged". The 
disillusionment withthe Seven- 
ties and Its pre-occupat ion with 
vanity and corn flakes burst 
forth on this driving anthem. 
The raw power of XTC can only 
be found on some of thé early 
Stones rockers or the Bollocks 
ELPEE of the late lamented Sex 
Pistols. . 

"All along the Watchtower", 
Dylan's sixties number made 
famous by Jimi Hendrix, is 
resurrected at the close of side 
one. The bizarre vocal groans 
and abrupt guitar plucklngs 
transform this song to the 
designs of XTC. Andrews, on 



harmonica, puts up tough com- 
petition for the original harp 
arrangements. 

The punk Interest In geno- 
cide and nuclear holocaust is 
not ignored by the band. "Atom 
Age" details the bitterness felt 
by a generation forced to live, 
so to speak, on the fault line of 
civilization. Partridge's vocals 
sound hauntingly like Mick 
Jagger on some of the more 
racy Stones' Interpretations- 
muffled, cut and forceful. 

Costel lo-like riffs and Jag- 
ger-esque harmonies tend to 
separate XTC from the Dead 
Boys-type punkers. This 
group's music is more progres- 
sive than the noise of the Boys, 
while maintaining their vast 
pool of energy. The melodies 
found on White Music don't jar 
one's nerves, while the lyrics 
are sardonically pointed. 

XTC may be crude, but 
they're certainly not crud. 

Journey— Infinity (Columbia) 

Journey Is a rock 'n' roll band 
for the seventies. The five-man 
outfit hailing from San Fran- 
cisco plays a brand of pure 
progressive rock that our gen- 
eration has grown accustomed 
to by the likes of Boston and 
Styx. Infinity is their fourth 
album, and after years of hard 
work they are finally receiving 
critical acclaim and are reaping 
the rewards of success. 

Journey's present claim to 
fame is the straight rocker and 
FM smash hit "Wheel In The 
Sky", the story of a vagabond 
yearning to return home which 
features the lead singer Steven 
Perry's boundless vocal range. 
The drumming chores are ex- 
pertly commanded by Aynsley 
Dunbar, who at one point in his 
illustrious career backed up the 
invincible Bowie. 

"Winds of March" spotlights 
Dunbar as he flawlessly repro- 
duces the sound of an airplane 
flying (and with no synthe- 
sizers!) "Anytime", which con- 
tains an a capella vocal 
arrangement, is a standard love 
tale of boy wanting girl, and girl

caught by the punchy music of 
"Excitable Boy", with Its doo- 
wop chorus (provided by Ron- 
stadt et al.) then the lyrics sink 
in:' : 

■ "He took little Suzle to the 
Junior Prom... / And he raped 
her and killed her, then he took 
her home." 

This depth Is quite unexpect- 
ed from someone who looks 
like John Denver, and Is the 
rich throaty voice which Zevon 
possesses. He looks like the 
goddam chipmunk king, and 
sings like the lizard king (J. 
Morrison). 



The "Love songs" on the 
album also deal with a common 
west coast theme, losers In 
love. On "Accidentally Like A 
Martyr" Zevon sings "The hurt 
gets worse and the heart gets 
harder, and "Tenderness on 
The Block" tells "She was 
wide-eyed / Now she's street- 
wise". . 

But the cynicism and horror 
of the lyrics Is usually undercut ' 
by the clean production and 
tight instrumentais of the 
music. 

After several years of self- 
shadowing behind Jackson 
Browne, Warron Zevon has 
come into the light with an 
album which holds up to 
Browne's best.

Buffett takes great pride in

Québec 
Impossible

Pierre Vallières* book is 
- intended to knock some sense 
in those true believers in 
•Quebec Independence who are 
still expecting René Lévesque 
'Ao lead them to the promised 
Jand. But it should also be read 
in English Canada, especially 
»by those who Pierre Trudeau 
would probably call bleeding- 
.heart reformists and weak- 
kneed social democrats. For 
> either audience, it is a brilliant 



and steely-cold polemic, which 
represents yet another 180- 
degree turn in Vallières' in- 
credible career. 

In 1971 , after several years of 
activism in and around the 
Front de Libération du Québec, 
Vallières became the first pro- 
minent figure on the extreme 
left to roundly and publicly 
repudiate terrorism. Instead, he 
argued, socialists and radical 
nationalists in Quebec should 
work within the Parti Québé- 
cois, which Vallières portrayed 
as a movement containing the 
germs of revolutionary social 
change. 

The disavowal, and parti- 
cularly the form it took (an 
article on the op-ed page of Le 
Devoir) created 'confusion in 
left-wing circles, where Val- 
lières' guru status was un- 



equalled at the time. The RCMP 
considered the turnabout im- 
portant enough that they mob- 
ilized a team of scribes to fire 
off fake FLQ communiqués 
denouncing It in no uncertain 
tsrms. 

Vallières returned to journal- 
Ism, his original métier, and 
Claude Ryan rewarded him for 
having come out in the pages of 
his newspaper by making him 
art and culture critic. Later, 
Vallières jumped to Le Jour, the 
pro-independence daily, where 
he distinguished himself part- 
icularly with a long series of 
investigative articles raising 
serious questions about the 
official version of'the October 
Crisis (published In book form 
as "The Execution of Pierre 
Laporte").

one In which constants like the 
sun, the moon, vegetation, and 
stones predominate.

In a poem about her young son 
Ten Brink writes: 
Where goes the breath 
slipped out of space?

Brink's universe Is that it Is 
concrete as well as cosmic. 
Mystic writers are often 
.vague, by definition. How do 
you describe spirit? But Ten 
Brink, taking her approach from 
Black and Roethke, rarely 
strays from physical metaphors 
that are colourful and vibrant: 
/ am lifted and filled with spirit 

/ run with zebras; we dance and 
surge through deep waters 

I nestle and sleep with families 
of lions 

In their bushy beards and paws, 
I find shelter 

With elephants, I stalk In huge 
herds 

We trumpet and raise our 
trunks over the whole jungle

so her poems about racism and 
Viet Nam are less unjustified 
than by a Canadian, but 
perhaps there Is a certain 
obligation here to be "socially 
relevant" that Is sometimes felt 
by younger poets. A few of her 
mystical poems are obscure 
(like "Psychic Fallout" and 
"Lake Songs, Love Poems- 
Revisited" are cases in point), 
but the poet Is on much 
stronger ground dealing with 
personal themes. A certain 
contradiction can arise bet- 
ween mystical belief and social 
commitment (at least In some 
people's minds), and, though 
not necessarily so, there is the 
danger that sometimes "other 
worlds" can distract from a 
commitment to this one.

lour throughout this period was 
that of an orthodox left pé- 
quiste. He was among those 
who cheered when the election 
results were announced on 
November 15, 1976. But now he 
has turned about again, au- 
thoring the first comprehensive 
critique of the PQ project 
written from an independent 
left-wing perspective. 
. Vallières' main criticism of 
the PQ is that It refuses to tell 
the people the truth. Instead of 
trying to politicize its following 
by coming clean on the nature 
of the control of Quebec 
society by foreign based, large- 
ly U.S., multinationals, the PQ 
persists in pushing an Ideal- 
istic and dangerously naive 
cowboy and Indians view of the 
national question. Instead of 
admitting that a lower standard 
of living may be the short-term 
price of real independence, the 
PQ promises that after the 
referendum, everyone will eat 
strawberries and cream. 

To Vallières, the Quebec 
question cannot be resolved 
without upsetting the world- 
wide strategy of U.S. imperial- 
ism which aims to achieve the 
total and irreversible integra- 
tion of all aspects of human 
existence: production, con- 
sumption, social behavior, 
values, information, com- 
munications . . . Any move- 
ment for national liberation 
must attack this trend, and the 
only possible opposing strat- 
egy is a socialist one. The PQ, 
as petty and insignificant as It 
may seem In the global con- 
text, is nevertheless a threat to 
U.S. strategy. It is the ex- 
pression of a popular sentiment 
for independence, not so much 
from the Canadian state, but 
indeed from this ever-increas- 
ing integration. The PQ's trea- 



son, says Vallières, is to mask 
this, to represent It as some- 
thing other than what It is, and 
to objectively serve the enemy. 
With the exception of Bill 101, 
every one of its measures 
reflects this: René Lôvesque's 
humiliating pilgrimage to New 
York, the half-baked auto in- 
surance scheme, the not-so- 
antl-scab legislation, and so 
on. 

Like so many other national 
movements swept into power 
(see for example, Frantz 
Fanon's "Sociology of a Re- 
volution", on Algeria), the PQ 
failed to take advantage of the 
historic moment of its arrival in 
power to inspire its followers, 
channel their potential energy, 
and begin to carry out a 
program of social change. It 
chose instead to slam on the 
brakes and make a deal with the 
monopoly capitalists, offering 
the services of its moral 
authority with the working 
class (who, after all, elected the 
PQ, even though it pretends 

that enrlal rlaQQOR tin not 



.hat social classes do not 
exist) in exchange for economic 
stability. It is no coincidence 
that it was only after Sun Life 
pulled its coitus interruptus 
number that Jacques Parizeau, 
like the maid who kissed and 
told, revealed that the company 
had always been one of Que- 
bec's worst corporate citizens. 
And what If Sun Life had 
stayed? 

Vallières' polemic does not 
stop at the PQ. He goes on to 
mercilessly and bitterly roast 
business unionism, the apathy 
of Quebec's youth and the 
mass media (incidentally pre- 
dicting that his old boss, 
Claude Ryan would run for the 
provincial Liberal leadership). 
On Unions, for example

Now and then a little movie 
comes along, filmed on a shoe- 
string budget and lacking any 
big names, and manages to 
sweep us away with its charm, 
humour and fresh point of view.

The story is set in present 
day Boston and deals with the 
lives of a group of friends who 
work together at the Back Bay 
Mainline, a small weekly news- 
paper founded In the sixties 
and serving the counterculture. 
With the advent of the moder- 
ate seventies, the paper is 
undergoing a transition reflec- 
tive of the times. The stress is 
on profits and efficiency now, 
and the spirit of adventure and 
camaraderie which once mark- 
ed the lives of our characters is 
dangerously threatened. With 
this as a backdrop to her movie, 
Silver embarks on a cinematic 
journey through the lives and 
interrelationships of the staff- 
ers. 



ses at the on-again, off-again 
love affair between Harry, the 
paper's once celebrated Invest- 
igative reporter, and Abby, the 
Mainline's staff photographer. 
Harry, played with an almost 
. boyist mischievousness by 
John Heard, is an Idealist 
groping for a cause, who 
otherwise spends his time with 
his feet on his desk swigging 
beer. Lindsay Crouse's Abby is 
an energetic, spunky woman 
who Is confident of her talents, 
but less sure of how to 
combine her career ambitions 
and her relationship with Harry. 

Also involved In an uneasy 
romantic entanglement are 
Laura (Gwen Welles) and Mich- 
ael (Stephen Collins). Michael 
comes the closest of the group 
to selling out when he realizes 
there is profit to be made by 
writing a book about his 
experiences at the Mainline. 
Much to everyone's surprise 
and jealous annoyance, his 
manuscript Is accepted by a 
publisher, and Michael high- 
tails it out of Boston for New 
York, with the beautiful but 
Insipid Laura In tow. 



One of the most engaging 
characters Is Max, the paper's 
outrageous music critic and 
resident freeloader. In this role 
Jeff Goldblum displays a zany 
energy and priceless gift for 
comic timing. His most amus- 
ing scenes take place with 
David (Brunc Kirby), the Main- 
line's fledgling reporter. Max 
takes him under his wing and 
shows this naïve kid the ropes. 

Added to this mélange are 
Stanley (Lewis J. Stadlen), the 
stuffy head of advertising and 
Lynn (Jill Eikenberry) the de- 
mure receptionist and mother 
hen of the paper, who Is 
constantly fending off Stan- 
ley's unwanted advances. 

What makes Between the 
Lines such an appealing film is 
the warmth and affection Mick- 
lin obviously feels for her 
subject. The actors perform as 
an ensemble, making the affec- 
tion the characters feel for one 
another seem all the more 
genuine. Even with its short- 
comings, Between the Lines 
remains an act of love, and well 
worth seeing.

Arrabal was arrested in 1967 for 
dedicating a book to an admirer, in fact 
a police Informer, with the words "Me 
cago en Dios, en la Patra, y en todo lo 
demas." (Shit on God, on country, and 
ori the rest.) 

He was prosecuted by the Spanish 
justice who wished to make him an 
example, but his case came to a happy 
end when writers (Ionesco, Weiss, 
Beckett among them) protested, and 
the court finally decided that Patra 
(short for Cleopatra, the name of his 
cat) and not Patria was the name written 
on the page. So he was acquitted on the 
basis of having insulted his pet. 

Such is the "absurdist" world that his 
plays explore, dubbed "Panic Theatre."

(author's free translation) 
"There is a basic difference 
between earning more and 
living better. The unions have 
neither understood this nor 
expressed It as yet. They have 
not yet seen that capitalism 
overflows beyond the work- 
place, that it In fact mono- 
polizes (directly or through the 
intermediary of the state) trans- 
port, housing, the environ- 
ment, information, culture, 
education, health, recreation, 
politics. In short,' that It rules 
the organization of daily life as 
much as the work environment 
The problem with Valllères' 



analysis however, is that it 
makes no attempt whatever to 
suggest a concrete plan to 
construct an opposition. At 
times he comes on a bit like an 
aging hippie, leaving the reader 
who actually wants to do 
something wondering where he 
or she is supposed to turn. I am 
afraid that many unaffiliated, 
socialist-minded potential mili- 
tants might put down Vallières' 
book feeling that they may as 
well move to the country (as, 
indeed, Vallières himself has 
done). 

Fortunately, there are other 
signs that nihilism is not a 
universal feeling among people 
in Quebec who share Vallières' 
critique. As the limits of the PQ 
approach become increasingly 
clear, the space between the 
sects of the authoritarian left 
and the so-called "social demo- 
crats" in the government is 
beginning to fill up.. Serious 
consideration of the hows and 
wherefores of building a new 
socialist movement is be- 
ginning to take place among 
activists working on many 
fronts, in the trade unions, in 
urban political groups like the 
Montreal Citizens' Movement 
and the Rassemblement Po- 
pulaire de Québec (which deal 
precisely with the sort of Issues 
Valllères says the unions ig- 
nore), and even in the dis- 
gruntled left wing of the PQ 
itself. And there is no question 
that a base is forming. Con- 
sider this: a poll of delegates 



to the Quebec Federation of 
Labour's annual congress in 
December showed that 84% 
had voted for the PQ. Of these, " 
only 51 % consider that the - 
government is doing a good 
job. 

Will the PQ in power finally 
serve to generate its own * 
nemesis? Let's not forget that 
the PQ was born from a split in * 
the Liberal party over the ,. 
national question. What will 
happen, say, after the refer— - 
endum, if there is a split in the 
PQ over the social question ? «. 

As usual, there are more 
questions than answers, but ^~ 
anything is possible in a land J" 
where the police are the"" 
vanguard of the working class. •.

The attendance at McGill athletic events in recent years has 
been considerably small by North American standards. The losers 
of this Intercollegiate apathy are not just the athletes and 
coaches. The student population is'missing some of the most 
exciting times that usually come with university life. 

No, McGill should not become a big time athletic school with 
scholarships, Ritz-Carlton-IIke football dormitories, and a Home 
Economics Faculty. Ivy League schools such as Yale and Brown 
prove that It is possible to have j[an enthusiastic athletic 
atmosphere without jeopardizing the quality of education. 

McGill is fortunate to have the perfect start for Improving fan 
support. Good teams. All four Redmen teams had winning records 
this season. In addition, there were some excellent professional 
prospects wearing the red and white. 

So what can be done to get students to games besides kicking 
an appropriate part of the anatomy. I'm afraid that the U2s and 
U3s are beyond hope. They were stricken by apathy when they 
arrived at McGill, and have become immune to any cure. 

The future of fan support and ultimately McGill athletics lies in 
the hands of next year's freshman. These newcomers must bee 
sold on McGill Athletics. Tell them they'll flunk out if they don't 5 
go to the games. Tell them they'll get the clap. Tell them anything. § 
Just make sure you get them. S. 

Several approaches may be effective in selling Intercollegiate s 
events to the students. Past efforts such as free weekend in* 
Buffalo prizes actually lowered attendance at games. I have come | 
up with the following suggestions which might increase the-5 
action at the turnstiles: 1. Give students season's ticket booklets < 
at registration. The theory behind this is that if people have tickets 
of some monetary value, they are likely to use them. 
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2. Sell all sorts of fan paraphernalia. Baseball caps, tuques, 
banners, sweatshirts, T-shirts, buttons, etc. Every active fan likes 
to get involved with his or her team. These items strenghten fan 
support as well as school spirit. 

3. Start a pep band and a cheerleading squad. Pep bands are great 
for foojball, basketball, and hockey games, and our music faculty 
has an abundance of talented musicians. As for the cheerleaders, 
they add lots of excitement and rah-rah. 

4. Organize two student committees. The first would be a group of 
about eight students, preferably some from management, who 
would work on public relations and report to the Sports 
Information Director. The second group would be made up' of 
representatives from each undergraduate society. They would be 
in charge of organizing_contests and competition between the 
societies that are directly involved with sporting events. The Daily 
would be delighted to offer our support to events such as a banner 
day or a cheering competition. 

5. Concessions at all games. How can someone enjoy a game 
without a hot dog and a beer? 

6. Plan halftime activities. A fund raising touch football game 
with members of the Montreal Canadiens would be spectacular, 
but even beachball catches in the stands and frisbee dogs in the 
field create a good atmosphere. Just don't forget the beer. 

7. Better advertisements on campus. Sport O'Keefe posters are 
Just not enough, put up huge banners at registration and hang up 
one across the gates. 

8. Beat the Gaiters day. After losing their seaon opener at the 
Lennoxville country club, the Montreal football Redmen plan' on 
destroying Bishop's next fall.

Surgical ambulances will be positioned behind the 
Gaiter bench.

Schwartz.
